Hon. Wm. J. Chinn died at his home 
on Wilkinson street, Saturday morn- 
ing, about 10 o'clock, after an illness 
of several weeks, aged sixty-two 
years.

He was then elected and 
served two terms as Sheriff of the 
county, and was later elected Mayor 
of the city, which office he filled for 
two years. After going out of office 
as Sheriff he entered into a partner- 
ship with Mr. Stephen Black in the 
coal business, later bought out Mr. 
Black's interest and conducted the 
business alone until a few years ago. 
Upon the death of the late Philip 
Swigert he was elected President of 
the Deposit Bank and continued to 
occupy that position until his death. 
Ha was also largely interested in the 
breeding of Jersey cattle, in which 
he was eminently successful. 

In early life he united with the 
Buck Run Baptist Church, in this 
county, was ever after a consistent 
Christian, and, although he lived here 
for over forty years, never removed 
his membership from the church 
with which he first united.

Danville vs. Frankfort Tuesday. 

Tuesday's game was one of the 
most hotly contested ever seen at 
Lake Park, the scene of so many 
hard fought battles. From start to 
finish the result was waverinir in 
doubt, and not until Frank Barrett 
retired Hennessy at third, on Davis' 
assist in the last inming, did the crowd 
feel sure of the victory.

This made the score pretty 
close, and when Douglass opened the 
seventh with his third hit of the 
game, things began to look squally. 
However he was obliging enough to 
attempt a steal of second, and was 
easily disposed of, Davis to Phillips.
